v.-ith almost marvelous accuracy. You 
take a man who is an oo.pert in-the 
business, and he can tf 11 iviuit the tem- 
perature of the oven is by simply 
touching the handle oi (bo oven door. 
In nine cases out of ten he will not 
u:iss it to the fraction o) a degree. 
Bakers have other wa.\*. of course, of 
{(•sting the beat of the oven. For in- 
stance, when baking bread they some- 
times throw a piece of white paper in- 
to the oven, and if it turns brown the 
oven is at the proper temperature, or, 
when baking other tiling", they will 
throw a little corfameal Hour into the 
o\ 011 in order to test tho beat.

the baker's lingers-are the best gauge, 
and when you come to think of the dif- j 
ferent temperatures' required in bak-

When the ir\en is 
at 100 degrees, it )"« lit for cream pulls, 
sugar cakes, queen cakes, rock rakes.

ai:cl jelly rolls. At 350 degrees wine 
cakes, cup cakes, ginger nuts and 
snaps, pics, gingerbread, spice cakes, 
such as raisin, currant, citron, pound, 
bride and so on. may be baked.

Moore, the National Field Secretary ot 
the A. M. A., Rev. J. K. Higginboth- 
am of Corbin, Ky., and Rev. E. G. 
Harris of Louisville, colored ministers, 
were present. 


At the afternoon session Rev. Mr. 


Harris gave an interesting -ddress on 
the Past, Present and future of the 
t 
•Colored Race, which was attentively 
listened to. 


Rev. Mr. Higginbotham spoke of the 


great work 
the A. M. A. is 
doing 


among the colored people in Kentucky, 
Tennessee and North. Carolina. 


At the evening service the following 


program was carried out:

Address—Rev. Mr. Harris. 
The addresses were all calculated 


to arouse interest in carrying on the 
work that is being done by the mis- 
sionaries among the colored people of 
Kentucky, especially in the mountain- 
ous districts. 
- Rev. Mr. Moore, -who is a fine ora- 
tor, gave a history of his owa life 
when he was a slave, and told of the 
arst home he had had after he was a 
free man. He dwelt at considerable 
length on the character of Abraham 
Lincoln, and showed how great it was 
to be an American citizen. He doesn't 
believe in the bill to pension ex- 
slaves, and said that all the coloreJ 
people of the south needed 
was an 


opportunity to do for themselves; 
that there was great need for educa- 
tion among the colored people. He 
also described the school system of 
the south when applied to the col- 
ored people; that in some 
places 


those who attended school paid 
for 


their tuition in eggs, butter, potatoes, 
and produce of all kinds. He told of 
the religious meetings held, by the 
colored people, and concluded his re- 
marks with an appeal to the 
white 


people for assistance to better their 
condition. 


Rev. Mr. Harris told about the way 


the white people had benefitted 
the 


colored race in the south, and how 
they had been taught to care for 
themselves. 
His address was highly 


interesting, and those who heard it 
ierived much additional knowledge of, 
the condition of the colored race, es- 
pecially in the mountainous districts 
that they had never been acquainted 
with before. 


Rev. Mr. Higginbotham 
spoke of 


the American Missionary Association 
and its good work; of the need of ed- 
ucation among the mountain people 
cf Kentucky, and of the condition of 
the race generally. His address was 
listened to with great interest. 


Rev. T. L. Kiernan, pastor of Ply- 


mouth Congregational church, thanked 
the gentlemen for their excellent ad- 
dresses, and the meeting closed by 
singing the hymn, "Send the Light"

YoniiK Phyfticians—Snyi» Dearth of 
1'roRcny Is Not Wholly Due to 
Wedding Late la Life. 


University graduates, and especially 


members of the learned professions, 
were deeply interested the other day 
in the published statistics presented in 
tlie annual report of President Eliot of 
Harvard, which tend to prove that be- 
cause, of marriages late in life and 
small fuiiiilies of children the more 
highly educated part of the American 
people not cnly does not increase the 
population, but fails even to reproduce 
itself. 


"Highly interesting questions are sug- 


gesterl,'1 said Dr. George F. Shrady to 
a reporter of the Now York Herald, 
"by the deductions drawn from Presi- 
dent Eliot's figures, and I have no 
doubt the conclusions drawn by him 
are correct. 
Yale has collected like 


data with similar,'results, arid I have 
no doubt a census of America's college 
graduates, especially those of New 
England institutions, would show an 
average of not more than two children 
in the family of each alumnus twenty- 
five years after graduation. 


"I have made a somewhat extended 


study upon similar lines, and I have 
found that in this country the average 
family of the better or more highly 
educated class consists of one or two 
cliildren only. In what might be call- 
ed the middle class—not breeding alone, 
but also intellectual achievement, be- 
ing the criterion—the children will av- 
erage from four to five to each family, 
while in the lower classes there are 
likely to be from five to nine. 


"It is a serious and somewhat mel-. 


ancholy conclusion that we are not 
maintaining what might be called our 
best thoroughbred stock of blood and 
brain. 
The real aristocracy of this 


country is and rnupt be one of brains. 
It is more than a pity that such an ar- 
istocracy is not even reproducing it- 
self. 


"As President Eliot has said, the 


standard set by the learned profe^- 
sions, at least in medicine and law, is 
so high, the requirements of prepara- 
tion are so exacting, that late marriages 
or no marriages at all are becoming 
common. 
From my personal knowl- 


edge of the medical profession I do not 
believe that one young man in a hun- 
dred when he is graduated and is li- 
censed to practice is in a position to 
marry and maintain a family. 


"Given good-abilities, good habits, in- 


dustry, a thorough preliminary educa- 
tion and postgraduate 'courses, not one 
young physician in fifty at the age of 
thirty years is really able to earn a 
proper living for himself, to say noth- 
ing of the, maintenance of a wife and 
family. Ordinarily such a young man, 
however well equipped for his profes- 
sional duties, will have to wait at least 
five years after taking bis degree be- 
fore he can properly support himself, 
if he depends upon his practice exclu- 
sively to do it. And these will be years 
calling for patience, courage and hard 
•work.

We were coining down the White 


sea In the Liverpool barl; Silver Spray 
after landing a cargo jit a Kussian port 
when we fell In with and boarded ti 
brig which had seemingly been aban- 
doned for a welt or more.

It appeared 
that while she was waiting for a cargo 
a band of eight robbers plundered a 
church-and also the residence of the 
governor of the province on the same 
night. In getting away from the latter 
place they bad a fight and killed two 
of their pursuers. They had carts in 
which to carry off their booty, bnt in- 
stead of proceeding inland they took 
forcible possession of the brig. Only 
her mate and a boy were aboard, but 
two or three of the robbers were also 
sailors. They compelled the mate to 
put to sea, and, though pursued the 
next day, they had the luck to get clear 
off.

f Tahiti, Eimeo. Maitea flud several 
esser islands. The latter are nominal- 
y under a line of native queens with 
he family name of Pomare. 
A majority of the islands are small 
pecks of land on the Pacific, and the 
opulation of all of them numbers only 
bout 18.000. while the population of 
he nearby Tuamotu group is 7.000. It
